Since Saturday We have received very im­ 
portant tidings from various pans of Europe, 
in London accountt to the 15th of May, re.

Vüls from Portugal and Spain. 


Fortuoe while (be frowned upon the Auf- 
trian caofe io Bavaria, was propitious to it in 
UppeV Italy. A t the fame time the AuArian 
Cúluiiot patTsd iht Inn, into Bavarii, tbe ar< 
my of tbe Aichduke John of AuAria entered 
the new kingdom of Italy in three dtreAioni. 
— The French army, under the Viceroy of 
Italy, (P rin ce Beavbarnois, son o f tbe Em ­ 
press Josephine) cppofed itfelf to the AuAri- 
an, and checked its progrefs, until the 15th 
April, when a battle was fought in the vici­ 
nity of the LivenzT^t which terminated, ac- 
cording to the AuArian bulletin, in the com 
plete lucceifs of the AuArim arms, and the 
retreat of the French, with the lofs of a great 
number kilh d. 6000 taken priCanert, 1*6 pièces 
of artillery» and three Eaglti««*The French
